Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other connments: Following a previous interview on 3/8/04, the Examiner informed 
Applicant that upon reconsideration the rejection under 35 U.S.A. 103(a) of claim 1 and its dependent claims is now 
withdrawn. However, since claim 1 lacks proper weight ratio of short fiber to wood pulp for each layer, it is still deemed 
to be unduly broad under 35 U.S.A. 1 12, 1st paragraph. The Examiner suggests claim 1 may be allowable, if proper 
after-final amendment and support are submitted. However, the rejections of claim 6 under 112, 1st and 103(a) are still 
deemed proper, and as such the Examiner suggests cancellation of claim 6. Applicant agrees to consider the 
Examiner's suggestions. 
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
